lave come from the iuside of the skull 
iut the exact location could not be de 
ermined. It is presumed that some 
ime early m life Schmedes mint have 
been struck a violent blow on the head, 
although the posi, mortem examination 
ailed t) disclose any evidences of a 
racture ever having oecured. 


The two pieces of bone taken from 


he man's brain are in tho possession of 
)r. J. E Miller and are a curiosity. 
The result of tho examination goes 


to show that the deceased did aot die 
rom tho effect of nicotine poison, as at 
irst thought. 
That portion of the 


brain from which the foreign eub- 
tanccs were taken was badly diseased.

The discovery that Mr. Lyon had been 
robbed came out in a very unusual 
way. Lyon was trustee of the lianker 
estate, and he gave one lor] the heirs a 
check for 87,000 on the Central Trust 
company, The check was paid, and 
several days [later Mr. Lyon received 
a notice from the bank that his 
account was overdrawn 
Thib was 


very surprising to Mr. Lyon, as his 
books showed that he had on deposit 
in the bank over 530,000. He usually 
kept that amount in bank, and he sent 
back word that there must be some 
mistake, as he had no record of checks 
except for small amounts. His account 
was balanced and nine cheeks wei e re- 
turned to him "which made in the ag- 
gregate §59,000. 
This was money 


which had belonged to several estates, 
but all of the checks were made payable 
to the order of Lizzie Van Reipuer, one 
of the heirs of the Van Keipner estate. 
They were all indorsed by Robert D. 
Seely, who had cashed the checks, Mr. 
Lyon declared that lie did not have 
the slightest recollection of giving 
these cheeks, and the matter assumed 
a perplexing1 aspect, 


Mr. Lyon stood very high in the busi- 


ness world, and during his long- man- 
agement of many important financial 
affairs, in which he had been intrusted 
with hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
his accounts had been found to balance 
to a cent and there had never been the 
slightest question of his honesty. 
When he said that he did not Icnow 
anything about the checks and MisS 
Van Reipner said that they had not 
been given to her and she did not know 
any person named Seely, Mr. Lyon's 
record made it imperative to accept hii 
word; but there were not a few persons 
who had some doubt as to its trust- 
worthiness.

have found it for sure, as there was a 
big1 lee in it; but tho expert showed 
that he was honest and above being 
influenced by money.
